Thou shalt plant thy bulbs in good garden soil, placing large 
ones 4 inches apart, 6 inches deep; small ones 2 inches apart, 4 in- 
ches deep; bulblets 1 to 2 inches deep and thick as peas. 

TII. Thou shalt prefer a fertilizer of well-rotted manure; commer-~ 
cial fertilizers thou shalt use with great care or not at all. 

IV. Thou shalt soak thy planting well every ten days. 

V. Thou shalt spray or dust after each soaking with approved ma-~ 
terials NOT DANGERDUS TO HEALTH. (Thy druggist can advise thce which 
are poisonous. ) 

VI. Thou shalt cultivate or mulch to keep down weeds and to keep 
roots wet. | 

VII. Thou shalt rogue out every diseasec plant. These things do, 
remembering that they are thy task, while God sends the sun and wat— 
ches with thee in joy as their beautiful petals open. 

VIII. Thou shalt dig thy treasures four or more weeks after bloom 
ing though the leaves be yet green; cut off plants at the buld immed- 
jately and dry quickly at 90 degrees for two to four days.

EXPLANATIONS 

After the name of each variety in our catalog there appears in par- 
enthesis the originator's name, the last two figures of the year of 
introduction and a number in three digits that indicates the size and 
color of the variety. The first digit indicates size: 100 is miniature 
with bottom floret less than 24 inches across; 200 is small—flowered 
with bottom floret 24 to 34 inches across; 300 is medium size with 
floret 33 to 4 inches across; 400 is large with floret 4s to 5¢ am 
cross; 500 is giant with floret 54 inches across or over. 

The second and third digits indicate color. Even numbers mean self 
colors or those with no conspicuous markings such as blotches, bor— 
ders, etc. The next uneven number above that for any color class 
means that the variety has conspicuous markings of some kind. Thus, 
00 is pure white; O01 would be white with blotch or other marking.
